The inside of the crater, ín. some pla- 
ces, is very steep—too steep to descend 
at all; but in othera it slopes more, about 
like a high placeín a “capal bank. The 
surface is all ashes, and sand, and lumps 
of burned rock, like the outside, 
Smoke, strongly amelling of sulphur, 
rises through the asbes all around the 
inside, as you heve seen it do through 
the ashes with which you have covered 
up the fire in an old-fashioned fireplace. 
Rocks jut out in many pleces, rough 
and hot, and blotched with sulphur, like 
yellow whitewash. If you 
stick a cane, with a bit of paper on the 
end, into some of the cracks in those 
rocks, the paper will take fire, or smol- 
der to acinder. 

But the most curious thing about the 
crater ‘18 the fact that inside, about tbe 
middle, there rises a steep, sharp cone, 
exactly like the peak, or cone, which 
you have climbed, and looks like a huge 
funnel, little end up, set in the big hole

row valley, full. of fiery ashes end hot 
stones. You can walk clear around this 
valley on the bank, a little way up from 
the bottom. The smoke is very thick 
and nearly stifling, and produces a sort 
ofeweettaste in the mouth. Through 
it you get glimpses of the little peak, or 
cone, across the valley, ita sides covered 
with rocks, big and little, that bave 
rolled down itafter belng fired out like 
bullets, with jets, and streams, and 
clouds of white smoke rolling or shoot- 
ing up from every point, and plastered 
here and there with great daubs and 
streaks of sulphur. 


In the center of this little cone isa 
little crater, probably a hundred feet, 
may be more, scross, but how deep no 
man knows; for no man ever looked 
down into it, gr ever climbed up toit, 
or ever will Ifone cculd get to it, and 
the soft, crumbling asbes did not let 
him slide into it,he migbt see the red- 
hot lava boiling and bubbling, and the 
fres playing away down in the bowels 
of the earth, The inside crater is con- 
stantly thundering and roaring, like a 
monstrous cannon fired off away under 
the ground, and frequently shoots up 
rocks, sometimes high into the air, and 
sometimes just to the edge, and lets 
them roll over down tbe side, or tumble 
back again into the fire below. When 
there is a great eruption of Vesuvius, 
this inside cone, with everything else 
inside the crater, is blown out, and great 
columns of fire, and clouds of stmoke and 
ashes, are whirled into the sky, darken- 
ing all the country for miles. Pompeii 
was buried under these storms of ashes.
